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at the North Texas school has also 
changed, focusing on an open, helpful 
atmosphere. 
“It’s more of an open campus now,” 
the superintendent explained. "We try 
to find the strengths and weaknesses 
of the students and treat them with 
concern and love. We try to help them 
develop skills that will help them 
when they leave here. This is probably 
something we’ve always attempted to 
do but not to the extent we’re able to 
do it now." 
Driving up to the school, located 
about 
two 
miles 
outside 
of 
Gainesville, one would probably never 
guess it to be a correctional in­ 
stitution. There are no fences, locked 
gates or guards-sim ply two brick 
signs reading Gainesville State 
School, A Facility of the Texas Youth 
Council. The buildings are spread out 
along several acres and the entire 


cam pus resembles that of a small 
college or private school 
“We don’t have any fences or 
guards but we do have a night wat 
chm an and there a re detention 
screens on cottages at night, but this 
is for safety precautions both ways,” 
superintendent Riddle said “ We do 
have runaways, but I think you'd have 
runaways even if you had a to-foot 
fence. The run problem is not that big 
with us You’re always going to have 
them because many kids have run 
ning away patterns established, but 
we’ve eased the problem a lot because 
we’ve developed a good orientation 
program ." 
When

child 
first 
arrives at 
Gainesville, he is assigned to a 
“cottage,” one of eight large dor 
mitory-type structures with several

At Candidates ’ Rally

City Council and School Board 
candidates met over breakfast 
Wednesday to discuss their cam­ 
paigns but drew little response from 
the sparse audience. 
The 13 candidates were each given 
five minutes in the Chamber of 
Commerce sponsored event to explain 
why he or she should be elected. Then 
they sat back for questions. Only one 
was received. 
Louise Sherrill was asked about her 
stand on a financial disclosure or­ 
dinance. She replied that the or­ 
dinance proposed to the council would 
cause elected and appointed officials 
to refuse to serve and would result in 
employees leaving the city. 
Phillip (Phil) Garcia Jr.* Sherrill’s 
opponent in Place 3, endorsed a 
disclosure ordinance. He also said he 
favors geographic representation on 
the council and a joint tax office. 
“ I chose to run of my own volition,” 
he stressed. "I am no one’s candidate. 
I am running because no government 
official should be elected by default. It 
is time for new blood and new ideas.” 
Sherrill said she has lived in Plano 


all her life and added that she is the 
only candidate who owns a Plano 
business. The council woman pledged 
a continuation of present policies. 
“We have a master plan that we go 
by that is always being continually 
revised and upgraded,” she noted. "In 
streets and thoroughfares we have 
provided east-west and north-south 
access to move in and out of Plano.” 
Four candidates to Place 5 on the 
council were present. Jack Harvard, 
the first to speak, offered his expertise 
as financial planning officer for the 
largest financial institution in the 
southwest to the city. 
One of Harvard’s major concerns is 
a possible conflict of interest on the 
Planning and Zoning Commission. He 
promised to try to remove builders 
and developers as voting members of 
the board, if elected. Harvard also 
suggested tying more thoroughfares 
such as Independence Pkwy, into 
Richardson. 
Cecil Grattafiori Jr. also cited his 
financial background. 
The comp­ 
troller of Chrysler Boat pointed out 
that Plano’s debt is now $64 million or 
$1300 per person. 


Richardson’s debt is only $1150 per 
person and that city is near its debt 
limit while Plano is in its infancy, he 
continued. Grattafiori stressed the 
need for spending priorities during the 
next five years until the tax base is 
broad enough to pay for luxuries.

With em phasis on developing 
vocational awareness, teaching living 
skills and strengthening interpersonal 
relationships, the Gainesville State 
School attempts to give juvenile of­ 
fenders the abilities needed to func­ 
tion successfully in society. 
Located about 85 miles northwest of 
Plano, the detention center houses 
children primarily from the North 
Central Texas area who have been 
judged delinquent by the courts. The 
school currently enrolls about 200 
boys and 30 girls, most of them bet­ 
ween the ages of 14 and 17. 
According to school superintendent 
Tom Riddle, the youths remanded to 
Gainesville are those who “have been 
tried out in other places first.” A large 
majority of the residents were first 
given probation for their offenses, and 
either continually broke the rules of 
that probation or committed other 
serious crimes in order to be finally 
sent to the Gainesville State School. 
Many changes have occurred in 
juvenile corrections over the past few 
years. Gainesville has seen a number 
of changes including a switch from 
being a girls-only facility since being 
built in 1916 to co-ed operations in 
1974. But the approach to corrections 


in Rolla, Mo., they settled down for a 
four-day beer blast—with green beer, 
of course. 
St. Patrick’s Day celebrations took 
the spotlight across the nation today.

DEAR HENRIETTA — A few months ago I cleaned some 
black marks off the canvas on a deck chair that had a black 
painted design by CAREFULLY sponging on a mixture of 
water and chlorine bleach. 
Aa often recommended remedy for scorch marks is to 
dampen the marks with a cloth with peroxide on it. cover the 
area with a dry cloth and press with an iron as hot as is safe 
for the material. Rinse well. Deep scorch cannot be removed.

Does anyone rem em ber the Pirates? 
They were a baseball team fielded by 
the University 
of 
Plano. 
When 
the 
University collapsed financially last year, 
the Pirate baseball program was one of 
the victims. 
The program started as a pet project of 
University President Robert Morris and 
the first coach was Paul “Daffy” Dean of 
St. Louis Cardinals pitching fame and 
brother of renowned “Dizzy” Dean. 
He was replaced by Steve Adair, the son 
of former major league player, coach and 
scout Jimm ie Adair. Steve built the 
Pirates into winners, culminating with a 
34-12 record in 1976. 
Steve was selected from a long list of 
candidates for the Southern Methodist 
University baseball coaching job when it 
opened up last summer. 
Steve has always been an optimistic, 
enthusiastic individual and baseball is a 
big part of his life. But, things just haven’t 
shaped up at SMU like Steve hoped. 
The Mustangs have won only three 
games (that is two more than they won all 
of last year) and have yet to notch a South­ 
west Conference win. 
Most of the ‘Stang losses have been by 
one run in the final inning. 
“We’ve been in six of the nine con­ 
ference losses until the final inning,” Steve 
said. 
“Everybody is disappointed with just 
three wins, but, if you look at it in the 
proper perspective, 
good things 
are 
happening and I’m not in the least bit 
discouraged in any way. We’ve got 15 
conference games left and we are going to 
play hard in every one of them .” 
The majority of the SMU lineup consists 
of first year players with top high school 
credentials. Most of the teams they face 
are sparked by veteran talent. 
It is just a m atter of time before the 
Steve Adair magic will begin working for 
SMU and give them a winner they haven’t 
had for years. 


Adair has already done wonders for the 
program in gathering Metroplex support. 
He moved the team ’s home field to 
Reverchon 
Park, 
probably 
the 
most 
beautiful and well kept of any in the 
Metroplex, including Arlington Stadium's 
turf. 
One of Adair's players is George Hunter, 
who played first base for Rommie Maxey s 
State Finalist team at Plano High in 1975. 
Hunter played first base for Maxey but 
pitches for Adair. 
Hunter is slated for possible relief work 
against the University of Houston Friday 
at Reverchon.
